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To The Dorn-Cloney 
Patrons at the 
Missouri State Fair 


For twenty-three years this laundry has been serving 
the people at the State Fair—concessionaires, dining rooms, 
horsemen, and all others who, during the week, make head­ 
quarters at the Fair grounds. 
During all these twenty-three 
years our service has met the approval of all these patrons, 
and has been a convenience that has enabled them to 
serve their own patrons in an acceptable and sanitary way. 
This year, for the first time, the Dorn-Cloney trucks will 
not appear upon the Fair grounds, either to gather laundry 
or to return it. 
And for this there is a reason and this 
company believes that an explanation is due those who 
have so long been depending upon this establishment to 
meet their laundry wants, therefore the following: 
W. D. Smith, secretary of the State Fair, without notice 
to us and without any intimation of any action to be taken, 
or without asking us for bids for the laundry concession at 
the fair grounds, awarded the exclusive privilege for doing 
this work to a concern elsewhere in the state, and for this 
privilege, we understand, the sum of $50 was paid. 
The 
Dorn-Cloney Company would have been glad to have paid 
this amount, or even more, to the State Fair for the 
concession, but it was awarded without first teeing or 
interviewing any member of this firm, or without permitting 
it to make a bid for the privilege. This we consider unfair 
to us, because it deprived us of the opportunity to par­ 
ticipate in the allotting of the privilege and giving us an 
opportunity with other concerns of bidding for it, but it is 
unfair to the people in the fair grounds, in as much as it 
deprives them of the one day or quick service that a Se­ 
dalia laundry could render, which cannot by any possibility 
be given by a laundry outside the city where the wrork has 
to be taken many miles and returned the same distance for 
delivery. 
Our one day service was remarkably efficidnt, 
and enabled all the dining rooms, especially, to furnish 
their tables with clean linen at every meal, while under 
the present system it will be impossible to do so, in our 
opinion. 
We do not know why the secretary of the State 
Fair discriminated against the Dorn-Cloney Laundry Co., 
and why he did not give it a chance to bid on the con­ 
cession. 
Whether it was because the Dorn-Cloney Co., is a 
Sedalia concern and that he favors people outside this city, 
or that he has some personal dislike to someone connected 
with the Dorn-Cloney Co., we are unable to say, but we do 
know that he has done this thing and has been unjust to 
us, and unfair to every person in the fa(r grounds w'ho 
desires to have prompt, efficient, one-day launder service.

in the Democrat stating the facts in connection with the 
matter. The secretary of the State Fair called the president 
of the Dorn-Cloney Laundry Co. and “ordered” him to 
change the reading of the advertisement, threatening that 
if he didn’t he would publish the Dorn-Cloney Laundry Co., 
as being unfair to the State Fair in eight hundred papers 
in the state, and, in as much, as he is going to denounce 
us in these eight hundred papers throughout Missouri we 
think it but right that w*e should use this paper to tell the 
truth about the matter. 
The patrons at the State Fair, and the public generally 
can form their own conclusions. 
Now wtg intend to serve the State Fair people this year 
just as we have in the past, and this is how we are going 
to do it: 
W. D. Smith may be czar of all within the confines of 
the State Fair grounds and his word may be law to all 
people therein, and his edicts may be clothed with all the 
power of the monarchs of old, and yet there is still a 
greater powder even than he, and that powder is our Uncle 
Sam. 
And so, as a postoffice branch station has been 
established in the State Fair grounds, and a force of gov­ 
ernment employes stationed there, the operations of the 
parcel post branch will be effective, and the Dorn-Cloney 
Laundry Co., will take advantage of it, and through it will 
render, with the cooperation of their patrons, the one-day 
service that has distinguished it in the past.

his rare plant nursery at Pasadena 
today. 
"No I’m not ashamed to admit that 
Cal is related to me,” he laughed, as 
I questioned him about his relation to

States. 
**I always was proud of Cal, 
but I never boasted about it.” 
Douglass Coolidge admits having 
"the finest nursery in 
the world,” 
and I was willing to agree with him 
after I looked at the 200,000 odd pot­ 
ted plants in the low, flat lathhouses 
cuddling in the sun at the foot of 
Mount Wilson. 
"No sir! I wouldn’t trade jobs with 
Cal today,” he said emphatically. "I 
love my own too well! 
I love every 
inch of the place,” and he waved his 
hand to indicate the sweep of nine 
acres in the enclosure. 
The plants 
love him, too, if sturdy growth is any

The name of Coolidge may go down 
in history as that of a president, but 
to Dower lovers it will be remember­ 
ed from the two rare plants that bear 
the name. The Marcia Coolidge rose 
is shell pink, with the Hist dark crim- 
son stamons ever grown in a rose.

ARGUMENT FOR SMALL TOWNS. 


From the Pittsburgh Post. 
The president of a cigar manufacturing 
company in a discussion in Pittsburgh Wed­ 
nesday of labor troubles and remedies for 
them, brought up a subject of which we 
are likely to hear a good deal during the 
next few days. 
He told of the advantages 


lo a manufacturer in establishing his plants 
in small towns in preference to large cities. 
His own company, he stated, formerly had 
its factories in New York City, where it ex­ 
perienced a good deal of difficulty on ac­ 
count of the restlessness of the employes, 
who were always demanding higher wages 
than the corporation could afford to pay. 
The factories were removed to small towns, 
and the labor 
trouble 
disappeared, be­ 
cause in these little communities the men’s 
wages brought them a larger share of the 
comforts of life than they 
could procure 
with the same money in the metropolis. 
The decentralization of industry is one 
of the economic problems of the day. The 
grouping together of manufacturing plants 
in large cities makes for undesirable con­ 
gestion of population, unsanitary condi­ 
tions, the formation of colonies of foreign­ 
ers, and other evils which we would like to 
avoid. 
Unfortunately, 
it 
is not always 
easy for a great industry to remove its mills 
to small towns. 
Transportation facilities 
and proximity to markets 
and 
raw ma­ 
terials must be considered, as well as other 
things in which the large urban center of­ 
ten has an advantage over the less congest­ 
ed community.

WASHINGTON, Aug. IS.—Reply­ 
ing to the latest British attack on 
conditions at the immigrant station 
at Ellis Island, Secretary Davis of 
the labor department declared that 
“the immigrants themselves” were 
responsible for most of the troubles 
complained of. 
The fact, Mr. Davis said, was per­ 
fectly apparent from the report of 
Sir Auckland Geddes, the British am­ 
bassador, recently submitted at Lon­ 
don. 
It might be kept in mind, the sec­ 
retary added, that those who are de­ 
tained at Ellis Island are held be­ 
cause they are in one way or another 
in this country in “violation of the 
law” while those who clearly are ad­ 
missable passed through rapidly. 
“It is plain,” he said, 
that they 
comforts of British nationals coming 
to this country could be much im­ 
proved if the British government 
would undertake to insist that only 
individuals who are admissable un­ 
der our laws were allowed to leave 
for America.” 
“British 
officials 
are 
generally 
familiar with our immigration laws 
and it would be a simple matter for 
them to determine, before a British 
national 
starts 
for 
this 
country, 
whether he is admissible.” 
Secretary Davis said he was con­ 
vinced that conditions at Ellis Island 
are superior generally to the “condi­ 
tions in the steerage of the great ma­ 
jority of the vessels which bring the 
immigrants to America.’* 
“It is clear to me that the remedy 
for congestion at Ellis Island,” he 
said, “with all of its attending evils, 
lies across the Atlantic, in the con­ 
trol of immigration as Its source.”

TWO NEGROES WERE 
LYNCHED IN GEORGIA 


By the Associated Press. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 18.—Two ne­ 
groes were lynched in Georgia yes­ 
terday. Early this morning a crowd 
of men broke Into the Bleckley coun­ 
ty jail at Cochran, Ga., took a negro 
named Aleck Harris, charged with 
attacking a white woman, carried 
him twelve miles from town on the 
Dublin road, strung him to a tree 
and shot him to death. This mob 
was said to have been disguised and 
traveled in about twelve automobiles 
I from which the license numbers had 
been removed. 
The second lynching occurred in 
Houston county, where Lee Green, 
negro, was taken from officers and 
carried to the house of the woman 
he Is alleged to have attacked. There 
he was strung to a tree and shot to 
death. This mob is said to have been 
composed of about seventy-five men.
